Educational Resources Information Center (ERIC) is a nation-
wide information network fer acquiring, selecting, abstracting,
indexing, storing, retrieving, and disseminating significant and
timely education-related reports. It consists of a coordinating
staff in Washington, DC and 16 clearinghouses located at univer-
sities or with professional organizations across the country.
These clearinghouses, each responsible for a particular educa-
tional area, are an integral part of the ERIC systen.

In addition to collecting the literature of education for
announcement in Resources in Education and (Current Index to
Journals in Education, the ERIC clearinghouses analyze and syn-
thesize the literature in a number of different formats designed
to compress the vast amount of information available and to meet
the varying needs of ERIC users. These formats include research
reviews, state-of-the-art studies, interpretive studies on topics
of high current interest, research briefs, annotated biblio-
graphies, and compilations. While some publications are compre-
hensive reviews designed for those who are interested in pursuing
a subject in depth, others are brief znalyses designed for the
busy practitioner whose time for staying abreast of new develop-
ments in education is limited.

ERIC publications are published either by the ERIC clear-
inghouses responsible for producing them or through cooperative
arrangements with other organizations. Copies are usually avail-
able directly from the responsible clearinghouse or from the
source listed in the citation.

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GLOSSARY OF TITLE VII PROGRAM TYPES

The following is an introduction to the major instructional
programs funded under the 1984 Bilingual Education Act.1l/

Transitional Bilingual Education Programs

Transitional programs, designed for LEP children, combine
structured English language instruction with a native language
component. These programs also incorporate the students' cuil-
tural heritage into the curriculum.

Developmental Bilingual 2/“cation Programs

Developmental programs are full-time instructional programs
of English and secona language instruction designed to help
children achieve competence in English and a second language.
Classes ghall, where possible, irclude approximately equal num-
bers of native English speakers and those LEP students whose
native language is the second language of instruction and study.

Special Alternative Instructional Programs

Special alternative instructional programs for LEP students
are specially designed programs in which native language instruc-
tion need not be used. The curriculum is comprised of English
language instruction and special instructional services intended
to facilitate the achievement of English competency.

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Academic Excellence Programns

Academic excellence programs are programs of transitional
bilingual education, developmental bilingual education, or
special alternative instruction that have an established record
of providing effective, academically excellent instruction for
limited-English-proficient (LEP) students. These programs must
be designed to serve as models of exemplary bilingual education
programs and to disseminate information on effective bilingual
education practices.

Family English Literacy Programs

Family English literacy programs are designed to help adults
and out-of--school youth achieve English language competency.
Preference for inclusion in the instructional program will be
given to the Iimmediate families of LEP students in programs

funded under this Act. The program curriculum will include
instruction on how parents and family members can assist LEP
children with educational achievement. The language of instruc-

tion may be Engiish only or English and the native language.

Special Population Programs

Under the Act, one- to three-year grants may be awarded to
local education agencies, institutions of higher education, and
private nonprofit organizations to conduct preschool, special
education, and gifted and talen*ed programs. The programs, how-
ever, are to be "preparatcry or supplementary to programs such as
those assisted under this Act."

Programs to develop instructional materials in languages for
which materials are commercially unavailable.
